The Manufacture of Chlorine from 
Ammonia Soda Waste. 





By H. RoMANOFF. 





Much interest has been shown of late 
n Europe in connection with the solution of 
the problem presented by the demand for a 
practicable process for recovering chlorine 
from residual ammonia soda liquors, as well 
is from such impure solutions of calcic and 
magnesic chlorides and similar liquors as are 
now commonly obtained as manufacturing 
by-products. 

In connection with many modern develop 
ments of the alkali industry this has be- 
come an important economic question to the 
paper maker, as well as to the soda maker 
and manufacturing chemist, owing largely 
to its bearing on the cheaper production of 
bleaching powder. 

One of the most recent processes patented 
in this direction is that of Lyte and Tatters, 
the object of which is claimed to be the pro- 
duction in the free state of a large precent- 
age of the available bleaching chlorine con- 
tained in the solution of calcium chloride 
obtained as a by-product in the manufac- 
ture of Solvay soda (ammonia soda) ; also 
from the mother liquor of salt left after re- 
moving the crystals in the manufacture of 
common salt (sodium chloride) and which 
contains magnesium chloride ; further from 
so-called carnallite waste liquors and the 
muriatic acid and calcic chloride liquors 
obtained from the old Leblanc and the Wel- 
don recovery processes. 

The process in question depends on the 
production of an anhydrous oxychloride of 
magnesium of varying composition from 
the anhydrous double chloride of mag- 
nesium and ammonium, and the chlorine is 
to be obtained from the anhydrous oxy- 
chloride by heating it to a temperature at 
which it easily decomposes in the presence 
of an excess of oxygen which is brought 
into contact with it by passing air over it. 

It appears that the process can be worked 
in a variety of different ways, but most in- 
teresting are the methods by which it is 
proposed to treat ammonia soda waste lyes. 
In this case the liquor to be dealt with is 
that which is obtained when the ammonia 
has been removed by distillation with lime, 
and consists chiefly of more or less impure 
solutions of the chlorides of lime and soda. 
To remove the sodium chloride from these 
liquors it is found necessary to concen- 
trate until a portion cooled to the ordinary 
temperature of the air shows a 
point of 110° C., the 
chloride it contains will form a saturated 
of this salt.

As a means of still further facilitating ac- 
curate adjustment of the primary gate, 
there is connected to the outer end of arm 
6° of the crank shaft a gas burner, 4", and 
this is connected with the gas pipe 4'* by 
means of a pipe arm, 4", which connects 
with the pipe by means of the usual swivel 
joint, whereby the burner is permitted to 
move with the finger 4! about the disk, and 
the marks on the latter are thus capable 
of being seen clearly at all times.

It will thus be observed that both ends of 
pipe D are effectually sealed by the com- 
mingled water and stuff in the well B and 
pumping box E, respectively, so that air is 
excluded from the pipe, which fact greatly 
facilitates a steady and uninterrupted flow 
of the stuff through the pipe.

One form of means for thus lock 
ing the gate is a set screw, 5, connecting the 
two halves of one of the bearings 4° of shaft 
64, whereby the two parts of the bearing can 
be clamped tightly upon the shaft to prevent 
movement ; but other means for securing 
the same result can be employed, if desired.

Considering the length of time during 
which the fight for international copy- 
right has been in progress, and how 
much the question has been discussed, 
it is remarkable that so many persons

Some of the publishing 
houses declined to say anything for 
publication. Many members of the 
paper trade do not appear to have 
studied the law to any great extent, 
while others do not even know what 


it really is. We will therefore briefly 


outline its provisions, The copy- 
right act provides that the author, 
inventor, designer or proprietor of 


any book, chromo, lithograph or photo- 


before the day of publication in this or 
any foreign country, he shall deliver to 
the Librarian of Congress, or deposit 
in the mail within the United States, 
addressed to that officer, a printed 
copy of the title of the book, lithograph, 
chromo or photograph for which he de- 
sires a copyright, and shall also deliver 
to the librarian or deposit in the mail 
for the librarian two copies of the work 
to be copyrighted. These copies, in 
the case of a book, must be printed 
from type set within the limits of 
the United States, or plates made 
therefrom, and in the case of a 
photograph, chromo or lithograph 
from negatives or drawings on stone 
made within the limits of the United | 
States, or from transfers made there- 
from. During the existence of the | 
copyright the importation of any book, 
chromo, photograph or lithograph so 
copyrighted not produced from type 
set in the United States, or negatives or 
drawings on stone or transfers there- | 
from not made in this country, is pro- | 
hibited, with the following proviso:

Except in the cases specified in paragraphs 512 to 516, 
inclusive, in Section 2 of the act entitled, * An act to 
reduce the revenue and equalize the duties on imports, 
and for other purposes,’’ approved October 1, 1890; and 
except in the case of persons purchasing for use and 
not for sale, who import, subject to the duty thereon, 
not more than two copies of such book at any one 
time ; and except in the case of newspapers and maga- 
zines, not containing in whole or in part matter copy- 
righted underjthe provisions of this act, unauthorized by 
the author, which are hereby exempted from prohibi- 
tion of importation ; Provided, nevertheless, that in the 
case of books in foreign languages, of which only 
translations in English are copyrighted, the prohibition 
of importation shall apply only to the translation of the 
same, and the importation of the books in the original 
language shall be permitted. 





The exceptions provided for are in the 
free list of the new tariff law. Other 
provisions relate to fees for recording, 
certifying and cataloguing titles, &c., of 
works copyrighted. New and revised 
editions of works not previously copy- | 
righted can also derive the advantage 
of the act, provided that they do not | 
form part of a series in course of pub- | 
lication at the time when the act takes 
effect, which will be on July 1 next. 
Penalties for infringement of copyright 
are forfeiture and payment of dam- 
ages. The last section of the act is 
that which embodies the reciprocity 
principle. It reads as follows: 





Section 13, That this act shall only apply to a citizen 
of a foreign state or nation when such foreign state or 
nation permits to citizens of the United States of 
America the benefit of copyright on substantially the 
same basis as its own citizens; or when such foreign 
state or nation is a party to an international agree- 
ment which provides for reciprocity in the granting of 
copyright, by the terms of which agreement the United

The Wood Pulp Industry. * 


By B. E. Fernow, CHIEF Forestry Divi- 
SION, DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


lease. made 


Clenighan v. McFarland, Common 
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Various forestry interests have been 
canvassed by the agents who are assigned 
to this division, as yet with incomplete re- 
sults. The one to which I wish to direct | 
special attention, as referring to the most 
important development in the use of forest | 
products, relates to the manufacture of 
wood pulp. 

It can be said, without fear of contradic- 
tion, that in no field of industrial activity 
has a more rapid development taken place 
within the last few years than in that of the 
use of wood for pulp manufacture. The 
importance of this comparatively new in- | 
dustry for the present, and still more for 
the future, can hardly be overestimated. 
Its expansion during the next few decades 
may bring revolutionary changes in our 
wood consumption, due to the new mate- | 
rial, cellulose fibre or wood pulp. 

Though rapid in its growth, the industry 
has by no means reached its full develop- 
ment. Not only is there room for improve- 
ments in the processes at present employed, 
but there are all the time new applications 
found for the material. While it was in the 
first place designed to be used in the manu- 
facture of paper only, by various methods 
of indurating it, its adaptation has become 
widespread. Pails, water pipes, barrels, 
kitchen tubs, bath tubs, 
wash boards, doors, caskets, carriage bodies, 
floor coverings, furniture and building orna- 
ments, and various 


utensils, wash 


other materials are 
made of it, and while the use of timber has 
been superseded in ship building, the latest 
torpedo ram of the Austrian navy received 
a protective armor of cellulose and our 
own new vessels are to be similarly pro- 
vided. While this armor is to render the 
effect of shots less disastrous by stopping up 
leaks, on the other hand bullets for rifle use 
are made from paper pulp. Of food prod- 
ucts, sugar (glucose) and alcohol can be 
derived from it, and materials resembling 
leather, cloth and silk have been success- 
fully manufactured from it. An entire hotel 
has been lately built in Hamburg, Germany, 
of material of which pulp forms the basis, 
and it also forms the basis of a superior 
lime mortar, tar, fire and water proof, for 
covering and finishing walls.

It may first be stated that cellulose is the 
preponderating constituent of all vegetable 
tissues ; in fact, elaboration of cellulose is 
In addition to 
the cellulose there are present in the wood 


| nitrogenous substances, resins, gums and 


(mineral) ash, which are to be removed, 
more or less,in order to produce the fibre 
or pulp. To do this economically, and in 
such a manner that the fibre may remain 
long, ‘‘ pure’’ and white and the mass pre- 
serve its ‘‘felting’’ qualities as much as 
possible, is the aim of the various processes. 

About half of the wood substance con- 
sists of cellulose, the soft woods containing, 
however, more than the hard woods; one 
reason why the former are preferred in the 
commercial production of pulp.t 

There may be now distinguished three 


| classesof wood pulp, according to the man- 


ner of its manufacture, namely, mechan- 
ical, pseudo chemical and truly chemical 
pulp.
